This calculation assumeg ho change 
in the carryover of wheat on farms 
at the end of July. On July 31, 1932 
the estimate for farm carryover was 
5,829,000.

Canadian 1932 wheat crop is one 
of the best crops ever produced in 
thig country. Figures supplied ‘by 
the inspection department shows 
that for the first four months period 
Aug. to Nov. 1982, 94.86 per cent of 
inspections graded 8 Northern or 
higher compared with 80.28 per cent 
for the corresponding period in 1931.

Australian shipments in quanti 
are going to the Orient and that 
country has also found a big market 
for flour there. Australian flour 
mulls are working feverishly on full 
time and find it difficult to keep up 
with orders. Deflated currency has 
proven a god-send . to Australian 
farmers. 

Prices have held fairly steady in 
spite of the rush of wheat from be- 
low the equator. This is largely 
due to the continued bad weather in 
the U. S. winter wheat area. + The 
extent of the damage in that area 
will not ‘be manifest for a couple of 
months, but Chicago traders are 
pretty well convinced the crop will 
be a very poor one. 

Demand for Canadian wheat has 
not been active. There are indica- 
tiong that foreign buyers have been 
taking up future optiong and Broom- 
hall seems to thin kthat there will 
be an active demand for Canadian 
wheat later on,
